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norstictic acid, salacinic acid and galbinic acid, which constitute an unusual 
combination of secondary products. This species has been reported from Moreton 
Bay, Queensland, Australia by Stevens & Rogers (Proc. Roy. Soc. Queensland 
90 : 40, 1979) and from Kenya, East Africa by Krog & Swinscow (Bull. Brit. 
Mus. (Nat. Hist.) 9 : 198, 1981). Thus, the distribution range of the present 
species includes Japan, Formosa, northeastern Australia, and eastern Africa.
